DISLIKE OF 'PRUSSIAN 
a MILITARISM. 


Some reyelations of the attitude 
of Queen Victoria towards France 
and Germany are made in the 
current number of the * Quarter- 
dy Review” by. Professor R. S. 
Rait. Many of the letters have 
been quoted, by permission of the 
King, from hitherto unpublished 
letters and diaries. . 

Two facts stand -out. clearly 
from the letters: firstly, that 
Queen Victoria» was an. earnest 
advocate of peace; and secondly, 
'that she no sympathy with Pruss- 
ian militarism. . 

BISMARCK THE TERRIBLE. 

“Bismarck is & terrible man,” 

she wrote in 1875. ° - “ 
He makes Germany greatly,

treats other nations—Belgium, 
for instance. You know that 
the Prussians are’ not popular 
unfortunately, and no one will 
tolerate any Power wishing to 
dictate to all Europe.

HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF. 
-History repeats itself. It 
always has done and always will 
do, but the truth of the adage is 
more forcibly brought home to us 
in the aftermath of war, than in) 
any other phase of social up- 
heaval or. moderate changes 
which are of sufficient import- 
ance to be written, down. as 
History.

SUNEEN STEAMER RAISED. 

The river steamer Duchess-of 
‘Rothesay, which sank ‘in the 
Clyde while undergoing repairs, 
some weeks ago, has been refloat- 
The work of raising’ the 
vessel was carried out by “the 
Glasgow Salvage Association un- 
‘der the direetion of Captain 
Burns, 
Duchess’ of Rothesay, ich is 
one of the Caledonian Steam 
Packet Company's fleet of -river 
“passenger steamers, was requisit- 
ioned by the Government during 
the period for Admiralty service, 
The: *¥essel had been returned to 
the Clyde, and before being hand- 
led back to her owners was being 
reconditioned. While the work 
was in progress she sank: The 
exact cause of the sinking is not 
known, but it is surmised that it 
was due to the steamer taking a 
list while the port holes were 
open: The vessel sank in a con- 
siderable depth of water,'and only 
her masts and the top of her 
funnel showed above the surface. 
From a preliminary survey by 
divers it was seen that the. task 
of raising her would be: one of 
some difficulty. Captain Burns 
adopted the method. of con- 
structing a cofferdam all round 
the steamer.. The structure, 
which was bolted to the sides of 
the vessel, was 220 feet in length, 
22-feet in beam, and 16 feet in 
height. The work of erecting the 


‘| cofferdam under water was car- 


tied out’by a number of divérs, 
whose operations were. greatly 


‘‘Jimpeded’ by the black muddy 


nature ofthe water, and all the 


joints of the structure water- 
tight, and in locating the openings 
on the vessel by which’ the water 
had_originally entered... Another 
difficulty with which the salvage 
staff had to contend was the effect 
of -the wash from passing 
steamers. The sprge from these 
vessels no} infrequently caused 
great inconvenience, especially to 
the divers, When the cofferdam 
was completed five’ ‘powerful cen- 
trifugal pumps ‘were installed, 

the steam for which was supplied 
from donkey boilers” placed, on 
the quay and from lighters moor- 
ed alongside the sunken steamer. 

Pumping operations were started 
at low: tide about six o'clock at 


night, and the water within-the|.
